"But 
tho loss of vessol property falls into 


utter insignificance 
when compared with 


tho lives Hint went down iu the vessels. 
The hopes which went down with them nud 
the homes tmd hearts made desolate_ irt cad 
to cnmteuiplate, and may God iu His mc-r- 
cy send peace to tho aching hearts iu that 
community today. Tho hlow is n terrible 
one, and ttio year just cloned has witnessed 
a larger loss of life and vessel property from 
Gloucester than any year since the 
fishing 


business has been established there. 


The character of tho business, attracting 


as it does men of all nations, many of whom 
cuuiu Oiio day asd are at scr. tho nest, fre- 
quently leaving at tlio close of tho voyage 
or season, renders it impossible to give ac- 
curato statistics of tho number of widows 
and fatherless children resulting from these- 
disasters. But of the lost iisheruieu of 
1S7S 
it isknowu that 31 left widows and 


that 112 children were made fatherless. Of 
the total number of meu lost 1G7 \veut 
down with their vessels,:-'! wero lost over- 
board, and 2-1 were lost iu dories while at- 
tending to their trawls. 


The nearest approximation lo tho losses 


of 1S76 wasiu 187;i, whan 17-1 lives wero 
lost, and 31 vessels, valued with their out- 
fits at $118,700." 


The emancipation of Brazilian slaves is 


progressing iu a slow butcontiuous manner, 
according to recent statistics. 
In the pro- 


vince of Goyaz the 890:! slaves registered in 
1872 had on the 31st of December 1875, be- 
come reduced to 18SS by 'J'n deaths, 222 
liberations, nnd 430 removals. 
At the same 


date there existed 921 free born children of 
slaves. In the province of Peruambuco, 
during the same- four years, tho 100,201 
slaves diminished 33SG by deaths and 1019 
by emancipations. From Sept. 2S, 1871, to 
the end of December last tho number of 
children of slaves horn free under tho law 
ot.1871, was 12,312 of whom 2802 died, 
leaving 9510. In tho province of San Paulo 
there died, from April, 1872, to the end of 
1$75, of the 117,740 slaves registered, 8501, 
and 8410 were emancipated. In 111 of tho 
151 parishes the free-born births'were 38,- 
17G of whom 58G1 had died.
